But amid 
all tbeclrcui»st»Ticcs, with thelf many discour- 
agements 
«mt disappointments, It lived. 


Friends, like m»glc, would aiilve just at a 
time when most needed, lift it out of the 
depths of despondency aud give It a- new 
Impetus. Additions were made that gave ac- 
commodation and comfort to the little ones 
for whom alone we labor until new quarters 
much, larger were obtained, enabling the In- 
stitution to provide aud care for many more 
who so much needed-Its protection and'In- 
stniction. Thus the institution giew. and to- 
day, just one jear, we have In the Home 
twenty-nine, bavin? had In all from the be- 
ginning fifty-nine, thirty of whotU are now In 
good homes, comfortable and happy. 


For the assistance of friends who> carno to 


us in time of need, we owe a dehfof grati- 
tude. Tills cannot bo expressed in words; 
nnd jet the thought will arise, why not have 
friends' The home is purely for friendless 
children. 
The work done by the board, 


officers nnd committees Is all gratuitous. 
A 


satisfaction to know that thej can in this way 
relievo a helpless child Is, or should be, com- 
pensation enough. 


During the jor just closed, our Institution 


has been well introduced throughout the 
state 
Visitors from all parts of the state 


hav e called, and wo feel proud to say Uiat the 
Home's reputation Is good, and It Is growing 
In favor every day. The demands of the 
state so tar exceed our ability to meet them 
and provide for the many who nood our care, 
that I urge; the necessity of securing state aid. 
I most earnestly suggest that a couunitteo 
from jour honorable body be appointed to 
take this matter in hand and carefully lay U 
before our senators and representatives at tho 
next assemblj-, and secure aid so that the in- 
stitution may meet tlie urgent demands made 
upon it.
